The poor man's dreadful ſituation fully proved the 
truth of his ſtory, although he had no clearance 
from Newport; and the unfeigned joy he ex- 
| preſſed when he found himſelf in ſafety, left no 
doubt of the reality of the diſtreſſes he had ſuf- 
fer:d. By the late acts of parliament he might

That notwithſtand- 
ing ſo long and ſevere a cannonade from the Tamer 
and, Cherokee, he received. no other damage, but

in the afternoon, with four hulks, in order to fink 
them upon the bar of that creek, being about gun- 
ſhot from the King's ſhips Tamer of fixteen, and 
the Cherokee of fix guns.—As Captain Tufts ap- 
proached the place of his deftination, the Tamer 
fired fix ſhot at him, which Capt. Tufts, juſt com- 
ing to an anchor, returned with two; and the 
Tamer continuing the cannonade, Capt. Tufts con- 
tented himſelf with returning only one ſhot more, 
and then proceeded to ſink the hulks. He accord- 
ingly ſunk three large ſcooner hulks, but the fourth

dity or ferocity. Of late this policy has been per- 
ſevered in; and our endeavours have been re- 
doubled, in order to oppoſe and to fruſttate the de- 
ſipn of the Britiſh" adminiſtration, by the hands of 
Indians, to deluge out frontiers with the blood 
of out fellow citizens Experience has taught: 
us, that warns . to the Ipdians bas been” 
the great means of acquiring their friendſhip: In 
this neceſſary ſervice; government” every year has 
expended large ſums of money; and the Continen- 
tal Congreſs having divided the management of the 
_ Ihdiar' affairs into three departments, have allot- 
ted for the expences of this ſouthern department 
the ſum of ten thouſand dollars, in order to pre- 
ſerve the friendfhip-of tlie Indians on the back of 
our ſettlements. Thie late Council of Safety ſpat- 
ed no pains to confirm them in their pacifſe inclin- 
ations; but, from the repeated, conſtant and uni- 
form accounts' they received from the Council ef 
Safety in Georgia, the Indian traders in that and 
in this Colony, and among tlie Crecks and Cheto- 
kres, and the perfons thete employed by the two 
Colonies to ſyperintend the Indian affairs, it clear. 
ly and unfortunately appeared, that's general In- 
dian War was inevitable, unlefs' the Indians were 
furniſhed, with. ſome fall ſupplics of ammupition,

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to enable them to procure deer ſkins for their ſup- ; 


port and maintenance. 


Rather than draw on an Indian War, by an ill- 
timed frugality in withholding ammunition; our 
friends in Georgia reſolved to ſupply. the Creeks 
with ſuch a quantity as might, in ſome degree, fa» 
tisfy their urgent wants, but could: not incite, by 
enabling, them to commit hoſtilities. They ſent 
on that ſervice, two thouſand weight of powder, 
and a proportionable weight of lead: They alſo 
ſtrongly preſſed the late Council of Safety to ſupply 
the Cherokees. About the end of September the 
Honourable William-Henry Drayton, a member of 
the late Council of Safety, met ſeveral of the Che- 
rokee head-men at the Congarees. Nothing could 
in the leaſt degree ſatisfy them but a promiſe of 
ſome ammunition. At length the late Council, in 
October laſt, iſſued a ſupply of ammunition, con- 
fiſting of only one thouſand weight of powder, 
and two thouſand pounds weight of lead, for the 
uſe of the Cherokees ; as the only probable. means 
of \ preſerving the frontiers from the inroads of the 
Indians: and the Council the more readily agreed 
to this meaſure, becauſe, as they almoſt daily ex-

affairs, which renders it abſolutely — to 


guide the channels through which ammunition is 


brought to the colony into the public magazines, 


before any part of them can be permitted to reach 
the public individually, alſo to be lamented ?— 
Ought not—na ay this unhappy fituation of public 
affairs does juſtify the filling the public magazines; 
thereby — the welfare, and forming the de- 
fence of the ſtate, at the riſque of the convenience 
or ſafety of individuals. And if out of the pub- 
ic ſtock, a quantity of ammunition is given to 
the Indians, which may be ſufficient to keep them 
quiet, by in ſome degree ſupplying their urgent 
occaſions, yet not ſufficient to enable them to make 
war; ought our people;—nay they cannot have 
any reaſonable ground, to arraign that policy by 
which they are and may be preſerved from ſavage 
\ hoſtility; or to complain, that becauſe the whole 
colony, the public and individuals cannot be 
ſupplied with ammunition, therefore a ſmall quan- 
tity ought not. to be ſent to the Indians. Men 
ſhould reflect that this ſmall quantity is given in 
order to render it unneceſſary to ſupply the public 
individually on the ſcore of a defence againſt Indi- 


ans—a ſervice that would conſume very large quan- 
tities of an article that experience teaches will be 
diminiſhed when individually diftributed. Men 


- ſhould alſo reflect, that while the public magazines 
are well ſtored, ſupplies can be inſtantly, plenti- 
fully, and regularly poured upon thoſe parts where 
the public ſervice may require them.

the colony more than five hundred pounds weight

Common ſenſe and common honeſty diate, 
that if there is a probability, that by a preſent of 
a {mall quantity of ammunition. the Indians can be 
kept in peace ; that-preſeat ought not to be with- 
held at the hazard of inducing an Indian war, 
thereby of expendiag not only a much larger 
quantity of. ammunition, but of involving the co- 
lony in an immenſe expence, breaking up whole 
ſettlements, and unneceſſarily ſacrificing a number 
of lives.
